DEMOCRATIC PART'S PRINCIPLES. 


Tbe Democratic party had its origin 


in the early time of the republic whet. 
the people were fully imbued with 
political ideas aa received in a direct 
way from the patriots of the revolution 
and the founders of the government. 


The people, at the time the partj 


was given form, were anxious to have 
a party that 
would represent and 


maintain the form of government that 
had received its outlines and prin- 
ciples as set forth in the Declaration 
of Independence and in the constitu- 
tion of the Uaited States. 


The principles of the party were in- 


tended to fully represent and declare 
the ideas of it» founders, which were 
the ideas of the revolutionary father* 
respecting the simplicity of republican 
inat.tutions. 


Among the principles included by 


its founders were the maintenance ot 
the rights of the states against federa 
usurpation npon the principle that the 
federal government was the creature 
of the states, and to sustain more fully 
the principle of Plate rights as it was- 
termed, the rule requiring a strict con 
strucMon of the federal constitution 
was included as a principle of »h 
party,and generally there was included 
as a principle the maintenance of the 
rights of state and federal govern 
meuts. 


It will be understood from the abov 


statement of principles tbat the differ 
ence in fouudation principles between 
the Bepa blioan and Democratic partie 
is radioal. The principles ol the Dem 
ooratic party are the principles repre 
eented by our theory of governmen 
and it has continued to maintain them 
as given by oar patriot fatberp. 


The doctrine of state rights durin 


the war was ridiculed, but not de 
stroyed, The canse of the unpopular 
ity of the doctrine had its origin in 
claim made by a small number of Dem 
oorats m the South that the dootriu 
of state rights included a right re 
served to a state to seced from tb 
federal union, which claim of right wa 
not at any time admitted ur recognize 
by the party, but was at the time when 
the claim was made, and eveii has been 
Since that time, rejected by the party 


Tbe claim was first made by Mr 


Oalhoun and others in South Carolin 
at an early period, and had for it 
origin the slavery question. 


The doctrine of State rights, as de 


olared by the party, when applied, i 
and will be conservation of liberty t 
the people, when our federal system 
will have ceased to give protection t 
liberty. The framers of our federa 
system folly understood that the prin 
ciples that give liberty would be sue 
tained by tbe protection of the re 
served rights of the States agams 
federal corruption and usurpation.

The poor receive all the profits oJ 


one of the most famous distilleries lit 
the world, that which Is connected 
with the^monastery of St. Bruno, In 
the department of Dauphlne, which la 
better known as La Grande Char- 
treuse. The distillery itself is a con- 
siderable distance from the monas- 
tery, but It stands on land belonging 
to the order, although the French gov- 
ernment has a claim"orer it 


The monks of St. Bruno, although 


pey are sworn to porerty, have con- 
trol of an industry which produces 
about $150,000 a year profit. Of this 
one-third goes as a contribution to 
the fund known as Peter's pence. An- 
other portion is devoted to the main- 
'tenance of hospitals, and the remainder 
is devoted to subsidizing poor churches 
throughout France and to the per- 
sonal relief of poor applicants, without 
distinction of church or creed. It Is 
interesting to note that those who have 
control of thfs lucrative business arc 
expressly forbidden by their vows to 
carry on a trade which could result 
in a profit to themselves. 


Many attempts have been made to 


purchase the business, one notably by 
the Rothschilds, but all have failed, 
because the heads of the order consider 
that they are not justified In selling the 
business to a firm that would make a 
personal profit by it—Cincinnati En- 
quirer. 


Know When They Have Enough. 
The llama, that docile animal which 


was the beast of burden in Peru In 
prehistoric times and played the part 
that was assigned to his cousin, the 
camel, in Egypt and Arabia, Is still 
Been in large numbers in the mountain 
districts, but he cannot live In the 
warmer latitudes along the coast. He 
is docile, enduring and sure footed. He 
can go a long time without water and 
food and chews the cud of contentment 
when other animals are in distress be- 
cause of the temperature of the rare-
